>pt without the abundance of bones, 
which she proceeded to break apart 
with her fingers, and then to hand 
arotmd, in the same manner, to her 
guests.

looked like a hg^t gray mucilage, was 
placed. 
Thi» was "poi," the great 


staple of native diet, about which so 
much ih heard. Into this calabash one 
finger or more must he plunged, ac- 
cording to the consistency of the -'poi" 
and the dexterity of the eater. To the 
finger or fingers some of the "poi" ad- 
heres in a large and not over-appetiz- 
ing drop. With a deft and not too 
easily acquired movement the finger is 
transferred to the mouth, to be with- 
drawn with a satisfied smack, bereft of 
"poi." This almost proved a Waterloo 
for the visitors. 


At last Mr. Holmes and Mr. Brown,

It tastes 


liJw nothing else oa earth, so inde- 
scribable i-? it. except that it is raw 
and slightly acid, as if fermentation 
was about to begin. In a native fatn- 
!1™, where calabashes are scarce, one 
large one, filled with "poi," is sur- 
rounded hy the entire family, who in 
turn dip their fingers into the myste- 
rious and sticky depths. In justice to 
the "poi" eaters it is only fair to say 
that before eating, a calabash of water 
is always passed by the servant, in 
which a preliminary dip is always 
tafcea, and another sen ant 
pabses 


about with doilies, which 
are,

ttewed with taro leaves, and other 
dishes w*re served. If the guest es- 
capes disastei with the ' poi" he is sure 
to come to grief with the stewed duck, 
which literally swims in gravy. 


A Kanaka canoe is mad^ from the 


trunk of some large tree, hollowed out 
and then painted, usually black with a 
yellow prow and stern. The shape 01 
these canoes is extremely picturesque 
and the outrigger, lashed by poles 
which hold it in a parallel position to 
the canoe itself, adds to the barbaric 
appearance of the whole craft. 


Dressed in bathing suits, the entire 


party made a rush for tiiPir allotted 
places, and amid much splashing and 
shouting and waving of paddles by the 
natives, they got under way. Starting 
for a paint on the beach toward Dia- 
mond Head, where the surf ran high- 
est, they paddled rapidly along. 


The helmsman steered for a point 


about an eighth of a mile from shore, 
just over tire ccrat reef which lies ten 
or fifteen feet below. Here, the si* 
canoes abreast, they waited the incom- 
ing of a wave w orthy of their efforts.

SCIENTIFIC AND INOUSTRIAU 


The need of nitrogenous manure 


/or wheat-growing land has now re- 
sulted in a demand for 1,230,000 tons 
of nitrate of soda each year. 


By means of electricity it is now 


possible to produce ozone in consider- 
able quantities, and its utilization ia 
the arts is constantly increasing.

A man whose brutality 
has been worse than could be thought 
possible and whose crime-hardened 
face grow? harder before the judge 
and jury cringes abjectly when sen- 
tenced to undergo the penalty of the 
lash. 
It is not too much to Eay that 


this type of criminal would sooner 
hear a sentence of five years' impris- 
onment than listen to the passing of 
the sentence of the lash. It is inter- 
esting "therefore in this connection 
to_noie the views on the subject ol 
one of majesty's 
most 
prominent 


judges. 
Mr. Justice Day recently 


had before him five prisoners charged 
with and convicted of the crime of 
robbery with violence. These he 
divided into two groups, the reclaim- 
able and irreclaimable. To tho three 
who he considered reclaimable he 
awarded four months' imprisonment 
and forty strokes with the lash; to the 
two irreclaimable he save seven years' 
penal servitude.

doubt in the world that the "reclaim- 
nbles" would gladly have changed 
places With their Inure hardened 
brethren.

Mr. Justice Bay's 


judgment forty lashes are equal to 
eichty months' imprisonment; or, in

A new phase in alien-labor legislation 


bas arisen at Toronto, by which it is 
declared that -marriage ceremonies sol- 
emnized in Canada by clergj men fron' 
the United States are illegal, rhirirg 
the past two or three j ears more ihan 
200 such marriages hare been aoiemn- 
ized, of which there are 60 or so IT Ca- 
ses county, across the Detroit river. 


The attention of tie Ontario govern- 


ment having been drawn to the n.at- 
ter, Premier Hardy, who is, of i-ours,e 
the legal adviser of the crown, t-^ 
pointed out the clause in \tt<~ marriage 
laws relating to this subject. It cx- 
presslj provides that when marriage 
ceremonies are performed b> clergy- 
men, such clergymen must be resident 
m Canada and be duly authorized min- 
isters of denomination* express!} 
recognized by Canadian law. 


There are known to be almost 100 


children born of such marriages, anc! 
all are illegitimate. So M>rio>it is the 
matter that at the cominff bession of 
the provincial legislature an act will be 
passed legalizing all such marriages 
that have taken place in the past but 
expresslj forbidding tli.m rn future.

The -neddings, referred to 
were mostly of parties who had near 
relatives clergymen in the 
States.
